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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the first action on the merits. Claims 20-21 are pending. This application 
is a divisional of 09/902,41 2 (now US Patent 6,705,961 ). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The IDS, filed 1/20/04 (6 pages), has been considered in full.

2. The drawings, as originally filed, are acceptable as formal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato et al. 
(5,025,686). 

Sato et al. shows the claimed invention including a variable speed transmission 
in the form of a belt-type continuously variable transmission (figure 1 ; (4), (41), (43)); the 
continuously variable transmission (CVT) is controlled by an electric linear actuator (see 
figure 2 where (47) rotates and changes the spacing of the pulley half (402)); an 
electronic control unit (figure 3, (10)) in the form of a microcomputer ; the 
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microcomputer being capable of controlling the pulley locations in a step manner, 
effectively giving an infinite number of positions, thus resulting in an infinite number of 
speed ratios of the transmission; the two positions recited in the claims being met by 
picking any two positions, the two positions being variable in as much as any two 
positions can be selected. 



Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Harris et al. shows a continuousy variable belt transmission..
